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UP FOR THE CUP 


The FA Cup is one of the world's most 
recognisable trophies in sport 

The current cup is, in fact, the fourth 
trophy to be used, since the first final 
in 1872 It ıs an exact replica of the 
third trophy, which lasted from 1911 
to 1991, and stands 48cm high - 
excluding the plinth - and weighs 
5kg. After winning the new FA Cup 

in 1992, Liverpool reserve team boss 
Phil Thompson dropped the lid, which 
was so badly dented that it didn't fit 
back onto the rim properly!

One of the most memorable goals 
ever seen in an FA Cup final was Ricky
